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Lest  IVe  Forget 

One  of  the  counts  in  the  indictment  against  Adolf  Eichmann  is 
the  murder  of  500,000  Hungarian  Jews  who  were  deported  to  Aus'ch- 
witz  and  other  extermination  centers  in  1944. 

The  charge  evokes  bitter  memories.  In  the  first  Hitler  decade 
the  enormity  of  the  crime  against  the  Jewish  people  was  beyond 
human  compr^'/.ension.  By  1944,  the  story  had  come  to  be  known, 
even  though  it  could  never  be  understood.  By  1944,  few  Jews  on  the 
continent  of  Europe  had  been  spared;  there  were  few  left  to  save. 
It  was  in  that  fateful  year  that  American  Jews  appealed  to  their 
government  for  a  last  desperate  effort  to  save  the  remnant. 

In  early  1944,  the  Nazis  occupied  the  Balkan  countries.  Every 
day  came  new  reports  of  the  mounting  terror.  For  the  750,000 
trapped  in  Hungary:  discrimination,  segregation,  murder  and 
suicide.  Then  came  word  of  the  deportations  to  extermination 
camps — the  “final  solution.” 

Five  days  after  the  deportations  began,  on  Mar.  24,  President 
Roosevelt,  with  the  approval  of  Winston  Churchill,  issued  a  historic 
declaration.  He  warned  the  Nazis  that  all  persons  who  shared  in 
the  guilt  would  share  the  punishment.  He  appealed  to  the  people 
of  Europe  to  resist  the  Nazi  hangman  and  to  help  the  Jewish  victims. 
President  Roosevelt  said : 

“As  a  result  of  the  events  of  the  last  few  days,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Jews  who,  while  living  under  persecution,  have  at  least  found  a  haven 
from  death  in  Hungary  and  the  Balkans,  are  now  threatened  with  annihila* 
tion  as  Hitler’s  forces  descend  more  heavily  upon  these  lands.  That  these 
innocent  people  who  have  already  survived  a  decade  of  Hitler’s  fury  should 
perish  on  ■>'  very  eve  of  triumph  over  the  barbarism  which  their  persecu¬ 
tion  symbt.  ;s,  would  be  a  major  tragedy. 

“It  is  therei..re  fitting  that  we  should  again  proclaim  our  determination  that 
none  who  participate  in  these  acts  of  savagery  shall  go  unpunished.  The 
United  Nations  have  made  it  clear  that  they  will  pursue  the  guilty  and  de¬ 
liver  them  up  in  order  that  justice  be  done.  'That  warning  applies  not  only  to 
the  leaders  but  also  to  their  functionaries  and  subordinates  in  Germany  and 
in  the  satellite  countries.  All  who  knowingly  take  part  in  the  deportation 
of  Jews  to  their  death  in  Poland,  or  Norwegians  and  French  to  their  death 
in  Germany  are  equally  guilty  with  the  executioner.  All  who  share  the  guilt 
shall  share  the  punishment.” 

Mr.  Roosevelt  called  upon  every  one  under  Nazi  domination  to 
show  the  world  by  his  action  that  he  did  not  share  in  the  Nazi 
criminality : 

“Let  him  hide  these  pursued  victims,  help  them  get  over  their  borders,  and 
do  what  he  can  to  save  them  from  the  Nazi  hangman.  I  ask  him  also  to  keep 
watch,  and  to  record  the  evidence  that  will  one  day  be  used  to  convict  the 
guilty.” 

The  President’s  message  was  widely  broadcast.  It  was  published 
in  Swiss  newspapers.  Leaflets  embodying  the  warning  were 
dropped  over  Germany.  And,  conceivably,  a  few  were  saved  because 
there  were  men  of  good  will  who  refused  to  bend  to  the  dictates  of 
Nazi  savagery; 

But  Eichmann  and  his  fellows  scoffed  at  the  warning  and  the 
ruthless  deportation  of  the  Jews  of  Hungary  went  on  during  the 
spring  and  summer  of  1944. 

*  *  • 

For  15  years,  Adolf  Eichmann  evaded  prosecution.  And  the 
tribunal  which  was  established  at  Nuremberg  to  try  the  Nazi 
criminals  has  long  since  been  disbanded. 

Today,  the  pledge  of  President  Roosevelt  and  Prime  Minister 
Churchill  is  being  redeemed,  not  by  the  United  States,  not  by  the 
British  government,  but  by  the  government  of  Israel,  in  the  city  of 
Jerusalem.  Israel  is  discharging  a  responsibility  of  the  Free  World 
coalition.

Nasser-Hussein  Embrace.  A  few 

months  ago,  Cairo  Radio  was  denounc¬ 
ing  King  Hussein  as  the  “grandson  of 
treason,”  a  reference  to  King  Abdullah’s 
murder  in  Jerusalem  just  10  years  ago 
and  a  threat  that  Hussein  was  marked 
for  the  same  fate.  Last  fall,  Hussein 
narrowly  escaped  death  in  a  bomb  ex¬ 
plosion  which  took  the  life  of  Prime 
Minister  Hazza  al-Majall. 

Now  there  has  been  a  surprising  ex¬ 
change  of  letters  between  King  Hussein 
and  President  Nasser.  They  have  made 
peace.  Epithets  have  been  put  away. 
Nasser  is  no  longer  calling  Hussein  a 
“lackey  of  Washington  and  London,” 
and  inside  Jordan,  Hussein  has  per¬ 
mitted  a  parade  of  Nasser  partisans 
carrying  banners  hailing  “Hussein-Nas- 
ser  Unity.” 

What  has  precipitated  this  curious 
change?  How  durable  is  it? 

The  Hussein-Nasser  rapprochement 
is  part  of  a  larger  development.  Fence- 
mending  has  suddenly  become  the 
vogue.  Everyone  seems  ready  for  a  new 
display  of  amiability.  The  Arab  League, 
which  is  customarily  base4  in  Cairo, 
held  its  last  meeting  in  Baghdad.  And 
Mahmoud  Fawzi,  Nasser’s  No.  1  diplo¬ 
mat,  went  there  to  pay  his  respects  to 
Nasser’s  rival.  Premier  Kassem  of  Iraq. 
Tunisia  has  rejoined  the  Arab  League. 
Arab  leaders  who  once  were  targets  of 
Nasser’s  bombast  no  longer  seem  to  fear 
Cairo  Radio. 

There  is  a  widespread  belief  that  this 
new  modus  vivendi  has  been  reached 
because  Nasser  has  failed  in  his  attempt 
to  unify  the  Arab  world  under  his 
leadership.  The  one  example  of  Nas¬ 
ser’s  Arab  “unity” — the  merger  of 
Egypt  and  Syria — has  gone  badly.  The 
Syrians  are  unhappy  and  everyone 
knows  it.  Now  Cairo  has  begun  to 
make  concessions  to  the  concept  of 
particularism.  The  UAR  now  recognizes 
that  local  nationalisms  have  a  right  to 
command  the  loyalties  of  their  people.

Israel  will  mark  its  13  th  birthday  on 
Apr.  20.  According  to  Jewish  tradi¬ 
tion.  this  birthday  carries  Israel  into 
adulthood,  an  occasion  for  celebration. 
In  fact,  Israel  has  much  to  celebrate. 
The  last  12  months  witnessed  continued 
growth  and  progress.  Industrial  produc¬ 
tion  soared  14  percent.  Although 

drought  retarded  agricultural  develop¬ 
ment,  the  gross  national  product  rose 
9  percent. 

Statistics  published  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Israel  provide  impressive  con¬ 
firmation:

In  1948,  Israel's  four  ships  cairled  a  total 
of  14,000  tons.  In  1960,  a  fleet  of  53  ships 
hondled  445,(XX)  tons  of  cargo. 

Elementary  school  educotion  Inoreosed  from 
108,844  to  600,000  In  this  perle^.  Arab  stu¬ 
dents  now  number  42,700;  in  1948  only  6,780 
were  enrolled.

But  Israel  is  a  long  way  from  eco¬ 
nomic  independence.  She  might  have 
been  closer  to  self-sufSciency  if  she  had 
not  resettled  a  million  refugees  and 
immigrants.  And  she  might  now  be 
standing  on  her  own  feet  without  aid  if 
she  were  not  forced  to  divert  so  much 
of  her  vital  resources  to  pay  for 
security.  For  Israel  is  still  besieged.  Any 
celebration  of  Israel’s  birthday  is 
sobered  by  the  realization  that  Israel  is 
still  denied  the  blessings  of  peace. 

What  can  be  done  to  advance  a  peace 
settlement  at  this  time?  No  one  can  be 
sure  of  the  answer  to  that  question.  The 
Arab-Israel  conflict  is  under  constant 
review  in  Western  capitals.  But  there 
are  more  mgent  trouble  spots — ^Laos, 
Vietnam,  Congo,  Cuba,  Algeria,  the 
issues  which  divide  NATO. 

There  was  some  hope  that  Arabs  and 
Israelis  might  be  induced  to  negotiate 
a  resettlement  when  it  appeared  that 
-  there  might  be  a  relaxation  in  East-West 
tensions.  But  there  has  been  no  relaxa¬ 
tion.  Moscow  will  exploit  any  move 
towards  peace  by  supporting  the  Arabs. 
And  the  Arabs  seem  to  be  unaware  of 
the  danger  of  Moscow’s  embrace. 


There  is  a  long  record  of  initiatives 
which  were  attempted  by  our  Govern¬ 
ment  with  good  faith  and  which  found¬ 
ered  on  the  rock  of  Arab  hostility. 
The  frenetic  denunciation  of  the  Ken¬ 
nedy  Administration  by  Arab  press  and 
radio  offers  scant  encouragement 

For  this  reason,  career  officials  in  the  ^' 
Department  of  State  have  been  advising 
against  any  new  initiative  at  this  time. 
They  believe  that  American  policy  must 
remain  “non-partisan  and  non-interven¬ 
tionist”  and  that  any  initiative  will 
prove  “counter-productive.” 

This  view  will  come  under  attack 
from  many  quarters. 

There  are  pro-Arabs  who  believe  that 
Israel  owes  the  Arabs  compensation  for 
the  right  to  exist.  They  were  most  vocal 
in  the  early  days  of  the  Eisenhower 
Administration.  They  argued  that  since 
Israel  had  defeated  the  Arabs,  Israel 
must  help  build  them  up,  even  as  the 
United  States  had  helped  its  former 
enemies,  Germany  and  Japan.  This 
extreme  pro-Arab  view  has  not  carried 
weight  in  recent  years  because  of  the 
uncompromising  attitude  of  Arab  lead¬ 
ers.  No  peace  broker  today  can  ask 
Israel  to  make  concessions  to  the  Arabs 
because  no  one  has  credentials  from 
Cairo.  The  crux  of  the  Arab-Israel 
issue  is  the  unconditional  Arab  refusal  ~ 
to  make  peace. 

^  On  the  other  hand,  many  Americans 
are  disappointed  by  a  policy  of  “non¬ 
intervention.”  They  are  unreconciled 
to  a  policy  which  accepts  a  “state  of 
war”  as  normal  and  permissible.  They 
prefer  to  believe  that  America  has  the 
capacity  and  influence  to  uphold  the 
cause  of  peace  and  to  condemn  those 
who  subvert  it 

But  there  are  experts  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State  who  regard  such  thinking 
as  wishful  and  unrealistic  in  today’s 
divided  worid. 

•  •  • 

If  there  is  no  active  progress  towards 
an  Arab-Israel  understanding,  is  there 
danger  of  retreat  and  deterioration? 

If  the  Arabs  feel  free  to  remain  in  a 
state  of  war  with  Israel,  without  chal¬ 
lenge  by  the  international  community, 
will  they  continue  to  receive  arms  from 
the  Soviet  bloc? 

What  assurance  does  Israel  have  that 
she  will  be  able  to  maintain  the  balance? 
And  what  happens  in  the  event  of  an 
outbreak  of  hostilities?  The  existing 
“collective  security”  system  in  the  Near 


East  is  far  from  clear  to  potential  ag¬ 
gressor  or  victim. 

Finally,  any  collective  security  ar¬ 
rangement  must  be  based  on  world 
opinion.  Treaties  remain  pieces  of 
paper  unless  they  are  reinforced  by  t’- 
people  who  are  summoned  to  honc,r 
them  in  a  time  of  crisis.  This  is  the 
crucial  factor.  For  that  reason,  the 
Arabs  press  their  propaganda  war 
against  Israel — in  Washington,  in  the 
United  Nations,  in  the  capitals  of  Asia 
and  Africa,  and  on  the  college  campuses 
of  the  United  States.  They  trj'  to  re¬ 
write  history  in  the  effort  to  prove  that  i 
Israel  is  the  warmonger.  They  hope  to  ' 
alienate  Israels  friends  around  thf^ 
world  and  to  deprive  her  of  the  support 
upon  which  her  survival  depends.  That 
is  the  continuing  cloud  on  Israel’s  13th 
birthday  celebration. 


Human  memory  is  short  and  quickly 
forgets  what  it  does  not  want  to  recall. 
Among  those  who  insist  that  Israel  has 
no  right  to  try'  Adolf  Eichmann  is  Presi¬ 
dent  Gamal  Abdel  Nasser  of  the  United 
Arab  Republic,  who  told  Columnist 
C.  L.  Sulzberg'  of  the  New  York 
Times  (Mar.  2l  “It  is  Israeli  prop¬ 
aganda  to  claim 'wiat  the  Nazis  mur¬ 
dered  six  million  Jews.”  ^ 

Generally,  the  Arab  press  and  radio 
have  not  given  much  space  to  the  Eich¬ 
mann  trial.  One  Jordanian  new’spaper, 
the  Jerusalem  Times,  which  is  published 
in  the  Old  City  of  Jerusalem,  WTOte  on 
Apr.  1,  that  the  number  of  Jews  killed 
by  Hitler  was  six — not  six  million — and 
that  the  six  million  said  to  have  been 
murdered  w’ere  actually  “secretly  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  United  States.” 

On  Apr.  11,  the  Damascus  daily,  An- 
Nasr,  wrote  that  Israel  “cannot  try 
Eichmann  because  it  has  committed  all 
the  crimes  of  which  it  now  accuses 
Eichmann.”  ^ 

Amman  Radio,  on  the  same  day,  de¬ 
nounced  Zionism  and  declared,  “If  Is¬ 
rael  wants  to  try  Nazism  by  trying  Eich¬ 
mann,  it  condemns  itself  because  there 
is  no  difference  between  what  Zionism 
advocates  and^vhat  Nazism  advocated.” 
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Purging  Propaganda 

f  The  United  States  has  indicated 
J-^  that  it  will  not  accept  Arab  propaganda 
j  at  the  United  Nations  without  challenge 
and  has  offered  amendments  to  Arab- 
.  sponsored  resolutions  on  Arab-Israel 
issues  in  an  effort  to  make  them  bal- 
tsV  anced  and  not  one-sided.  There  were 
vjf/  two  instances  of  the  U.  S.  attitude  this 
I  week,  one  on  an  Arab  refugee  resolu¬ 
tion  and  the  other  on  a  resolution  deal¬ 
ing  with  a  military  parade  in  Jerusalem. 

Five  Moslem  staW.  —  Afghanistan, 
Malaya,  Indonesia,  Pakistan  ^d 
Somalia — ^joined  in  sponsoring  a  resolu¬ 
tion  for  the  creation  of  an  apparatus 
to  safeguard  Arab  refugee  property  in 
Israel  and  calling  for  implementation 
;  of  one  clause,  paragraph  11,  of  the 
1948  UN  resolution.  They  demand  that 
Israel  repatriate  the  Arab  refugees,  in  , 
compliance  with  this  resolution,  ignor- 
-  ing  other  paragraphs  which  call  for 

•  negotiations  toward  peace. 

This  constitutes  the  major  Arab  prop¬ 
aganda  effort  at  the  current  UN  session. 
It  is  being  pressed  over  the  objection  of 
the  U.  S.  delegation  and  other  Western 
powers,  which  contend  that  there  is  no 
need  for  a  new  resolution  on  the  refugee 
issue  at  this  session  because  the  man¬ 
date  of  the  United  Nations  Relief  and 
Works  Administration  does  not  expire 
j  until  1963. 

The  United  States  recommended  to 
the  General  As'  'bly  that  all  matters 
connected  with  ti  Arab  refugees,  not 
their  property  rignts  alone,  be  con¬ 
sidered  next  fall,  and  introduced  two 
amendments  to  the  Asian  draft  resolu¬ 
tion. 

One  amendment  recommended  that 
the  General  Assembly  give  “primary 
consideration”  ...  to  “the  future  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  refugees  themselves.”  The 
other  amendment  would  incorporate  a 
reference  to  the  reintegration  of  ref¬ 
ugees  by  resettlement  as  well  as  by 
repatriation.  The  U.  S.  delegate  said 
that  if  the  Arab  states  insist  on  a 
refugee  solution  this  session  it  should  be 
“noncontroversial,”  leaving  the  overall 
debate  for  the  fall. 

The  U.S.  delegate,  Francis  T.  Plimp- 
^^kn,  explained'  that  the  purpose  of  his 
^^mendment  was  to  put  the  Arab  refugee 
,  problem  jo  its  “proper  perspective.”  He 


advocated  elimination  of  the  clauses  re¬ 
ferring  to  refugee  property  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  reference  to  the  Pal¬ 
estine  Conciliation  Commission  simply 
call  upon  that  agency  to  report  to  the 
U’N  by  Oct.  15,  1961. 

Mr.  Plimpton’s  initiative  brought  de¬ 
nunciation  from  Arab  delegates.  Ahmed 
Shukairy  of  Saudi  Arabia  charged  that 
the  United  States  was  an  “advocate  for 
Israel.”  ' 

Another  Arab  speaker,  Nadin  Di- 
mechkie  of  Lebanon,  charged  that  the 
United  States  was  allowing  “Zionist 
pressure”  to  influence  its  attitude. 

The  Soviet  delegate,  Platon  D.  Mo¬ 
rozov,  sided  with  the  Arabs,  asserting 
that  the  Soviet  delegation  was  interested 
in  the  property  rights  of  the  Arab 
refugees. 

Mr.  Plimpton  retorted  that  the  United 
States  “welcomes  the  adherence  of  the 
Soviet  Union  to  the  principle  of  pri¬ 
vate  ownership  of  private  property.” 
He  recalled  that  the  United  States  had 
contributed  more  than  $200  million  to 
assist  the  Arab  refugees  and  would  wel¬ 
come  a  contribution  for  this  purpose 
by  the  Soviet  Union,  which,  so  far,  has 
not  found  it  possible  to  contribute  any¬ 
thing. 

«  *  * 

The  UN  Security  Council,  on  Apr. 
11,  voted  for  a  resolution  calling  on 
Israel  not  to  parade  heavy  military 
equipment  in  Jerusalem  during  its  an¬ 
nual  Independence  Day  celebration  on 
Apr.  20.  Jordan  had  protested  to  the 
Council  that  the  contemplated  parade 
would  be  a  breach  of  the  UN  armistice 
agreement. 

—  Israel  contended  that  the  Jordan 
complaint  was  “specious”  and  “surpris¬ 
ing”  because  Jordan  has  conducted 
similar  parades,  has  introduced  armored 
vehicles  and  jet  planes  into  Jerusalem 
on  at  least  four  occasions  since  1960, 
and  “persists  in  fundamental  ..viola¬ 
tion  of  the  armistice  agreement.”  Israel 
said  that  it  had  notified  Jordan  of 
the  parade  plans  and,  as  in  the  past, 
none  of  the  weapons  would  be  equipped 
with  ammunition. 

•  This  was  the  first  time  that  the  Ken¬ 
nedy  Administration  was  called  upon 
to  vote  at  the  United  Nations  on  an 
Arab-Israel  issue.  The  U.  S.  delegation 
offered  an  amendment  calling  upon 


the  members  of  the  Mixed  Aim4.4ice 
Commission  (Jordan  and  Israel)  “to 
cooperate  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  gen¬ 
eral  armistice  agreement  will  be  com¬ 
plied  with.”  This  drew  a  protest  from 
the  UAR  delegate,  who  contended  that 
the  amendment  would  put  Israel  and 
Jordan  “on  an  equal  footing.”  The  U.  S. 
amendment  was  approved  by  a  vote  of 
7-0.  As  a  consequence,  Ceylon  and  the 
UAR — sponsors  of  the  original  resolu¬ 
tion — and  the  Soviet  Union  abstained 
when  the  amended  resolution  came  up 
for  a  vote. 

Israel  intends  to  go  forward  with  the 
parade,  but  it  will  be  routed  away  from 
the  Old  City,  which  is  held  by  Jordan. 

Prime  Minister  David  Ben-Gurion 
commented: 

“We  accept  the  resolution  of  the 
Security  Council  as  a  whole.  As 
soon  as  the  Jordan  government  an¬ 
nounces  the  carrying  out  of  the  ar¬ 
mistice  agreement  allowing  Jews 
free  access  to  the  Holy  Places,  in¬ 
cluding  Mount  Scopus,  we  shall 
carry  out  the  resolution  about  the 
parade.” 

Refugee  Training 

The  United  Nations  Relief  and 
Works  Agency  is  pressing  for  a  $16 
million  program  for  the  expansion  of 
vocational  training  for  Arab  refugees. 

Details  were  outlined  by  Dr.  John 
Davis,  Director  of  'UNRWA,  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Middle  East  Institute,  on 
Apr.  8.  Stressing  that  UNRWA  could 
not  deal  with  political  problems.  Dr. 
Davis  said  that  UNRWA  must  maintain, 
educate  and  train  the  refugees  for  use¬ 
ful  employment. 

At  the  present  time,  only  300  ref¬ 
ugees  receive  vocational  training  an¬ 
nually.  It  is  hoped  that  the  program 
will  expand  to  train  2500.  There  are 
increasing  demands  from  the  refugees 
for  training,  since  experience  has  shown 
that  trained  Arab  refugees  swiftly  find 
employment. 

Part  of  the  financing  will  come  from 
World  Refugee  Year  funds,  the  bal¬ 
ance  from  contributions  from  UN 
members. 

In  addition,  UNRWA  is  planning  to 
increase  the  number  of  university 
scholarships  for  first  year  students  from 
90  to  180  a  year,  to  provide  increased 
facilities  for  elementary  and  secondary 
education,  and  to  continue  a  loan-grant 
program  to  assist  people  to  become 
self-employed. 

UNRWA  reports  the  number  of  Near 
East  refugees  entitled  to  rations  on 
Jan.  1,  1961  was  867,505,  an  increase 
of  3,150  over  the  Jan.  1,  1960  figure; 
the  total  number  of  “registered”  ref¬ 
ugees  increased  by  32,757. 
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Ambassador  to  Cairo 

President  Kennedy  has  named  Dr. 
John  S.  Badeau  of  New  York  as  Am¬ 
bassador  to  the  United  Arab  Republic. 
Dr.  Badeau  has  been  President  of 
the  Near  East  Foundation  since  1953. 
He  served  on  the  faculty  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  University  in  Cairo  from  1936  to 
1953,  and  as  its  President  from  1945. 
He  is  a  native  of  Pittsburgh. 

President  Kennedy  has  informed 
Congress  that  he  favors  the  allocation 
of  $10.5  million  in  counterpart  funds 
— ^proceeds  from  the  sale  of  surplus 
fo<^s — to  help  preserve  the  Nile  Vtdley 
temples  and  monuments  threatened 
with  inundation  by  the  Aswan  Dam — 
a  $75  million  undertaking. 

Pressure  Group 

The  American  Council  for  Judaism 
has  invited  a  number  of  Senators  and 
Administration  leaders  to  send  greet¬ 
ings  to  its  annual  conference  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  on  May  4.  In  the  past,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Washington  leaders  have  com¬ 
plied,  unaware  that  major  Jewish 
organizations  representing  dl  branches 
.of  American  Judaism  have  denounced 
the  Coimcil’s  policies  and  tactics. 

The  Council  fought  against  the 
establishment  of  Israel  and  is  still  un¬ 
reconciled  to  its  existence.  It  carries 
on  a  publicity  campaign  against  Israel, 
Zionism,  the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  and 
other  American  Jewish  agencies. 

The  major  speaker  at  the  conference 
will  be  Dr.  Arnold  Toynbee,  who 
recently  shocked  American  Jews  by 
speeches  in  which  he  juxtaposed  Israel’s 
treatment  of  Arab  refugees  with  the 
Nazi  extermination  of  the  Jews. 

Within  recent  weeks  the  Council  has 
been  active  in  a  campaign  impugning 
the  .right  of  Israel  to  prosecute  Adolf 
Eichmann. 

DLF 

The  Administration  faces-  a  difficult 
struggle  when  its  1962  foreign  aid  pro¬ 
gram  comes  before  Congress.

There  are  vested  local  interests  of  reli¬ 
gion  and  economic  resources,  like  oil, 
which  resist  the  advances  of  Nasser’s 
all-consuming  nationalism  of  pan-Islam. 

Time  Magazine,' on  Apr.  7,  described 
Nasser  as  “a  man  with  his  ambitions 
unsated,  a  fading  hero  in  search  of  a 
solid  triumph.” 

On  Feb.  23,  King  Hussein  wrote 
President  Nasser,  proposing  that  Jordan 
and  the  UAR  end  their  differences.  It 
took  Nasser  a  whole  month  to  reply 
to  this  overture.  Presumably,  he  had 
doubts  about  abandoning  his  role  as  the 
revolutionary  leader  of  the  Arab  world. 
For,  without  enemies,  Nasser  loses  his 
elan.  His  reply  to  Hussein  proffered 
friendship  and  brotherliness,  but,  at  the 
same  time,  Nasser  attempted  to  make 
Hussein  toe  the  Nasser  line.  He  called 
for  support  of  “positive  neutrality,”  of 
the  liberation  movements  in  Africa,  for 
the  uprooting  of  Israel  and  the  regain¬ 
ing  of  Arab  “rights”  in  Palestine. 

In  his  letter,  Nasser  said  that  Pales¬ 
tine  was  the  “first  and  most  important 
Arab  problem,”  and  that  many  of  his 
political  stands  had  been  for  the  sake  of 
Palestine.  Palestine  had  caused  him  to 
stand  against  the  Baghdad  Pact  and  to 
obtain  arms  from  the  Soviet  bloc.  Nas¬ 
ser  scoffed  at  criticism  that  he  had  ac¬ 
cepted  Communist  weapons.  “This  was 
an  imperialist  allegation,”  he  assured 
Hussein.  They  were  “Arab”  weapons. 

He  thought  Hussein  would  be  pleased 
to  know  that  the  UAR  army  had 
reached  a  stage  which  would  satisfy 
the  hopes  of  every  Arab  and  pointed 
out  that  the  defense  budget  of  the  UAR 
at  present  amounts  to  130  million 
pounds. 

Some  observers  believe  that  Hussein’s 
initiative  was  a  blunder  because  he 
may  be  forced  to  accept  Egyptian  terms 
as  a  price  for  cooperation.  He  cannot 
have  Nasser’s  friendship  and  support 
unconditionally.  He  must  accept  Nas¬ 
ser’s  views. 

It  is  probable  that  both  Hussein  and 
Nasser  have  led  from  weakness:  Nasser 
because  he  might  be  more  comfortable 
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if  he  could  be  assured  that  Jordan  and 
Lebanon  are  not  conspiring  to  subvert 
Syria,  his  northern  province;  Hussein 
because  he  may  be  able  to  sleep  better 
at  night  if  the  Nasserites  who  live  in 
Jordan  abandon  their  plots  to  bomb  him 
into  another  world. 

How  does  the  Nasser-Hussein  rap¬ 
prochement  affect  relations  with  Israel? 

Some  believe  that  as  long  as  the  Arabs 
are  fighting  among  themselves,  they 
must  intensify  their  bitterness  against 
Israel  in  order  to  prove  their  patriotism. 
The  Arab  who  aspires  to  pan-Arab 
leadership  must  be  the  most  anti-Israel 
Arab  of  all.  But  once  the  Arab  leaders 
unite,  they  will  be  strong  enough  to 
make  peace  with  Israel,  for  then  no  one 
of  them  would  be  accused  of  hr'.ving 
sold  out  the  Arab  nation.  i 

Another  theory  holds  that  a  united 
Arab  world  is  the  key  to  Israel’s  de¬ 
struction.  And  that  is  what  Nasser 
wrote  to  Hussein: 

“We  believe  that  the  evil  which 
was  placed  in  the  heart  of  the  Arab 
world  should  be  uprooted  and  that 
the  rights  which  were  usurped  from 
the  Arab  entity  should  be  restored. 
This  before  anything  else  requires  a 
comprehensive  sovereign  Arab 
power.” 

Peace  Corps.  The  third  All-Africa- 
Peoples-Conference,  meeting  in  Cairo 
late  in  March,  adopted  a  resolution  call¬ 
ing  upon  Africans  to  wage  a  “merciless 
strug^e  against  President  Kennedy’s 
Peace  Corps  in  Africa.”  The  Corps  was 
damned  as  an  attempt  to  “reconquer, 
and  economically  dominate  Africa.”
